Status of Claims 

Claims 1-3,5-10,13,14,16,17,19 and 20 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3,5-10,13,14,16,17,19 and 20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach alone or in combination 
an optical sensor characterized by comprising, along with the other claimed features, a 
photoconductive layer, a transparent or translucent insulating layer formed on said 
photoconductive material layer, a carbon nanotube formed on said insulating layer and 
electrodes connected to opposite ends of said carbon nanotube, wherein said 
photoconductive material layer is irradiated with said light or electromagnetic wave 
through said transparent or translucent insulating later.
